widely separated sections of the 
country, in Ohio, in Massachusetts 
and in North Carolina. In each 
state the parties are locked m a 
close, keen struggle, with republican 
chances looking none too good 
November will tell how efficacious 
the presidential visits have been. 
In his week's journeying away 


fiom Washington the president has 
-.tressed four principal issues. 


Discussed Business. 


In 
Cleveland, 
addressing

American Bankers' association, he 
dealt with the existing business 
situation, acknowledged there is a 
severe depression, and appealed to 
the banker* to exercise sober judg- 
ment and clear thinking in order to 
pull out. The country, he said, is 
basically sound and business is on 
the

In Boston, addressing the Amer- 


ican Legion, he appealed for law ob- 
servance 
and 
better 
citizenship 


which he thought the Legion was 
in an ideal position to promote 
through its 11.000 posts 


Addressing the American Federa- 


tion of Labor a little later, lie re- 
counted the efforts of his adminis- 
tration to maintain wage standards 
and living standards during the de- 
pression, and reaffirmed his stand 
that there shall be no wage cutting 
or economic trimming during the 
depression 


Denounces Radicalism. 


At Kings mountain, on the border 


of the Carolmas yesterday, he- spoke 
of Americanism, and denounced bol- 
shevism, socialism, anarchy, and 
despotism and abjured his 40,000 
hearers to guard against their In- 
trusion in the American home. 


These four speeches comprise Mr. 


Hoover's major contribution to the 
campaign.

Hope Retain. 
In North Carolina, Mr. Hoover 


traversed the Ninth district now 
r e p r e s e n t e d by Representative 
Charles A Jonas, republican na- 
tional committeeman, for whom the 
paity is putting up a stupendous 
fight this year. The lepubhcans 
have hopes of saving this district 
out of the many in the south they 
carried in 1928. The district abuts 
Kings Mountain, where Mr. Hoo- 
ver spoke. 


Last night, returning through 


Charlotte, the principal city of the 
district. Mr. Hoover for the first 
tune during his presidency ap- 
peared on the back platform of his 
train with a candidate, and spoke a 
few .words in his behalf.

interest in "future deliveries," a 
good sign. .They think bottom prices 
have been reached and with pub- 
lic spirit, follow President Hoover's 
advice and will not attempt any re- 
duction in wages. 


As We worry about business, won- 


dering what will end the depression, 
we may be surprised by the breaking 
out of a few wars. They would scon 
put up prices of raw materials and 
stimulate business, if we had brains 
enough to keep out of them. 


Experiments in Cuba, by Georges 
Claude, French scientist, may mean 
more to the world than all the wars, 
and most of the inventions, since 
Napoleon died. 
Taking advantage of difference in 
temperature between surface and 
deep water in the gulf, Prof. Claude 
has succeeded in supplying power to 
light 40 500-watt electric lamps. 
This means actually utilizing the 
power of the sun. When that is fin- 
ally accomplished, the human race 
will possess power unlimited, and 
will do whatever it can imagine. 


Georges Claude's invention might 
do as much for the harassed, war- 
worn world of 1930 as the invention 
of steam did for the world after the 
battle of Waterloo. 
As Napoleon's candle 
flickered 
out, Europe's nations were horribly 
in debt, and conditions 
seemed 


hopeless. 
Then came the invention of 
steam, stimulating industry, supply- 
ing transportation, giving work to 
millions. The population and the 
wealth of Great Britain increased 
as they had never increased before. 
I England's debts, left over from 
Napoleonic wars, with England fi- 
nancing other countries, as it did 
recently in Europe, seemed hope- 
lessly 
overwhelming. But 
with 


steam, that great debt became a 
trifle. 
We need some invention, some 


man of genius to do for the world 
now what the invention of steam did 
for our ancestors of more than a 
hundred years ago. 


In South Carolina yesterday Pres- 
ident Hoover described the differ- 
ence between our system of govern- 
ment among workers. He said: 
"In the American system, through 


free and 
universal education, we 
train the runners: we strive to give 
'them an equal start; our govern- 
ment is the umpire of its fairness 
The winner is he who shows Jhe 
most conscientious 
training, 
the 
greatest ability, the strongest char- 


"Soclalism or its violent brother 
bolshevosm, would compel all the 
runners to end the race equally, 
it would hold the swiftest to the 
speed of the most backward. An- 
archy would provide neitsier train- 
ing nor umpire. Despotism or class 
government picks those who run 
and also those who win." 


When Henry Ford said he mus 
close his factories 
if prohibition 


came to an end. he was asked how 


he could run his factories in Eng- 
land and other countries with no 
prohibition.

Some Good Kills. 
Stewart and Gross state in their 


bulletin that during the last year 
or two, very good kills have been 
obtained by treating weed patches 
with dry chlorate salt, rather late 
in the fall. It is very necessary that 
the salt be distributed evenly over 
"the area treated, they advise. Di- 
viding the area up into one-half 
square rods and weighing out def- 
inite amounts of the material in 
small containers for each one-half 
square rod helps. 
If single fall treatment is used it 
may be applied in a spray form, by 
treating the area with the 
full 
amount of chlorate at one spray- 
ing It is somewhat easier to get an 
even distribution when applied as 
a spray, the agricultural college 
men say.

With Other Feed. 


Farmers writing into the animal 


husbandry department of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska about the P°s" 
sibility of feeding stained barley to 
livestock have been advised to feed 
the barley but preferably with some 
other grain In seme sections of 
Nebraska, the late rains interfered 
with threshing or combining, caus- 
ing the barley to become stained 
Farmers alarmed over the- situation 
wrote to Professor Gramlich of the 
animal husbandry department *qr 
advice 
In replying the animal husbandry 


department said that it would prob- 
ably be better to feed the stained 
barley with a light raticn of either 
cottonseed cake or linseed meal. 
The siained barley is good feed but 
may not be so palatible as the bright 
colored, the reply reads. 


Nearly Equals Com. 


Barley of good quality is 80 to 85 
per cent as good as ccrn With the 
barley stained, the animal husband- 
ry department feels that the value 
in comparison with corn is probao- 
jy lower but feeding with the lin- 
seed meal or cottonseed cake will 
bring up the value. 
Within the past two years barley 
has become a popular grain crop on 
most Nebraska farms, replacing cats 
to a great extent. Faimers sensing 
the feeding-value have been turn- 
ing to the barley rapidly in tr-^se 
few pears. Probablv more acres of 
barley were planted this year than 
ever before in the state, college ol 
agriculture authorities report.

COLLEGE HEADS 


Demand Full Time Pres- 


idents to Curb Variety 


Of Teaching Posts. 


PEIPINO, Oct. 
8 — Agitations 


against "absentee landlords" have 
been common to many countries, 
but China appears to be the first 
to start a movement against "ab- 
sentee university presidents." Such 
a movement has been, started in 
Peiping this summer. 
The executive heads of the three 


most 
important 
universities 
in 


Peipmg, the Peking national univer- 
sity, the Peiolng national univer- 
sity, and the normal university for 
men, 
are snending most of their 


time in the south, holding other 
posts at the same time. 
Som« of 


the students are now demanding 
that their presidents spend at least 
some of their time in the upiversi- 
ties. 
At the same time, students are 


protesting against the ill effects of 
teachers working for several schools 
at the same time, thereby neglect- 
ing their work in all. They point 
out that some teachers hold four 
"full-time" • jobs at the same time, 
and get salaries equal to those of 
bankers and heads of governments. 


Tciping Educational Center. 


Peiping is still the educational 


center of China, and is likely to 
remain so. The 
government at 


Nanking has spent much money 
and effort upon building up a na- 
tional university in Nanking upon 
the foundation of the former South- 
eastern university there, but at the 
same time has sent much money to 
the higher schools in Peiping. 
Since the 
break between Nan- 


king and the northern militarists 
last March, the extraordinary spec- 
tacle has been afforded of money 
being sent from Nanking to support 
universities in "enemy territory." 
The northern coalition has not in- 
terfered -with these remittances, but 
recently they have been reduced or 
altogether stopped. The high cost 
of civil war prevented Nanking from 
supporting educational institutions 
any longer.

Probably a majority of the 
students in Peiping want Nanking 
to win the civil war. 4

MOSCOW, Oct. 8—Efforts of high 


party leaders to provide the workers 
and employes with fruits and vege- 
tables at a. reasonable price have 
met with little success despite ar- 
rests of several hundred officials on 
charges of negligence. 
Investigation 
has ascribed 
the 


dearth of vegetables and fruits to 
a, falling off in production, encr- 
mous waste due to slow transporta- 
tion, inefficient wholesaling and re- 
tailing, and the refusal of coopera- 
tive stores to handle highly perish- 
able goods at a small profit. The 
press admits that from 40 to 5C per 
cent of the vegetables are unfit for 
food when they arrrve in the rail- 
road yards, and from 60 to 90 per 
cent of the strawberries and eaily 
pears are spoiled. The Pravda said 
it was impossible for a wor<ungman 
to afford a cucumber at the pre- 
vailing price of 20 cents apie:e, and 
the cucumber used to be the na- 
tional dish of the proletariat. ' The 
private market is the only place 
where suoh common fruits as straw- 
berries, chenies and tomatoes can 
be bought, and all three are selling 
at about 50 cents a pound.

GET SOMETHING DONE. 


Inability of the city commission and the advisory 


•water board to agree upon certain provisions of the 
plans to be submitted to the voters of Lincoln, look- 
ing towards an ultimate solution of the problem of a 
new and satisfactory ^ource of water supply, has ne- 
cessitated a postponement of the vote. 


The propositions will not appear on the ballot at 


the regular election in November. Th'at is regrettable 
because it means no steps can be taken before next 
spring for the establishment of a permanent water 
board unless the city is willing to stand the expense- 
of a special election. 


It has been the position of Mayor Love and his col- 


leagues on the commission the first action in the set- 
tlement of the water problem is the creation of a per- 
manent, nonpartisan water board. Presumably the 
board would have broad powers but the commission- 
ers have not Indicated whether they were willing to 
go the full length and confer final authority upon it. 
That is a delicate and .complicated problem. There 
are logical reasons why the water board, which is to 
be created, should still be subject to the will of the 
council. The commissioners must assume final re- 
sponsibility for the direction of muncipal activities 
in the final analysis. But in most cities where there 
has been a separate governmental agency created for 
the purpose of drecting the operations of the water 
department, it has been, given sole and final authority. 
It must answer to the public for what it does and 
what it does not do. Generally the results obtained 
have justified such an arrangement which is directly 
contradictory of the tendency at the present time to 
centralize authority.

The main issue at this time, it would appear, is to 


get something done. Even after the water board has 
been established, under the procedure which the com- 
mission has adopted, it will be months and possibly 
two or three years before a final de'cision can be 
reached on the question of a new source of 'water 
supply. 
'r The board, it is planned, shall make the survey and 
prepare the findings, with the assistance of the ex- 
perts to be employed. Then, presumably, the people 
of Lincoln will be given an opportunity to vote upon 
Whatever program shall tfe recommended. It will be 
necessary for such a vote to be taken because such a 
project will involve a bond issue. Before any tangi- 
ble moves can be made to insure Lincoln a more ade- 
fcuate water supply, it will be necessary to hold two 
elections—one approving the water board plan and 
the second either accepting or rejecting 
whatever 


conclusions it may reach after it has completed a 
{borough study of the situation. 
, There Is no time for delay. Whatever differences 
exist between the commission and the advisory water 
group with reference to the powers and authority of 
the contemplated board should be ironed out imme- 
diately. The city could very excellently submit the 
•water plan at a special election when it would be the 
sole question which the voters will be called upon to 
settle. With the memory of what happened last sum- 
mer, when, damage to trees, flowers and shrubbery 
tan high because the home owners of Lincoln could 
not use city water during the 
extreme heat and 


drouth, still fresh in the public mind, now is the 
proper time to settle this wate'r problem. If we can- 
not vote upon the program early in November at the 
regular election, we should have an opportunity as 
soon after as possible. 


ONE FEASIBLE HIGHWAY PROGRAM. 


In advance of the meeting of the Nebraska Good 


Roads association In Grand Island Thursday, it is to 
be anticipated there will be a division of sentiment 
over the program which should be approved. We all 
want hard surfaced roads for the main arteries of 
traffic. It has been established beyond doubt that 
gravel will not stand up under heavy pounding and Is 
wasteful and extravagant If it is kept in any sort of 
condition on these main highways. The only differ- 
ence of opinion relates to the plan to be adopted in 
order to raise sufficient funds for paving. 
.

The most sane, far-sighted and practical suggestion 


which has been brought forward comes from Secre- , 
tary Roy Cochran, of the state Department of Public 
Works. He proposes to pave 300 miles of road each 
year for the next five years. To do this he would in- 
crease the gasoline tax from 4 to 5 cents. From the 
additional funds it will be "possible to carry forward 
this paving program without interfering in the slight- 
est with the development of highways embraced in the 
county and state highway systems. In other words 
what has been accomplished in the last two years in 
developing roads belonging exclusively to county and 
state systems, and upon which federal money cannot 
be spent, can be duplicated, and perhaps exceeded in 
the next biennium, and throughout the 5-year period. 
We shall not be sacrificing necessary development of 
the "feeder" lines in order to pave the primary roads. 
More than that the added cent of gasoline tax would 
enable Nebraska to claim all,, of the federal highway 
funds alotted to her, including, some $3,000,000 which 
cannot be utilized at this time because we have no 
money to match it. 


At the end of the five years Nebraska would "have 


two paved highways leading practically 
across the 


state from east to west, and two running north and 
south. It would give this state its proper place in 
the "sun" in highway development-and would solve 
the pressing emergency of highway development in 
keeping with what has been done in neighboring 
states. 


That would in no way interfere with the action of 


any county in Nebraska which desires to issue bonds 
for highway development. The individual counties 
now have that right. 


In view of the constitutional restriction which pro- 


hibits the state from contracting' indebtedness, it is 
futile to talk "about a state bond issue. It will be nec- 
essary to amend the constitution before the state can 
issue highway bonds. In view of the sentiment in Ne- 
braska in 'lavor of a system of paying as we go, such 
a step would involve a long and protracted campaign, 
with the outcome dubious. 


The Nebraska Good Roads association will be con- 


tributing materially to highway progress if it will give 
Secretary Cochran's program the support which it 
richly deserves. 


NEELY'S LUCKY DAY. 


Down in Alabama Tuesday a jury acquitted James 


F. Neely, seventy years old, of a charge of murder 
that had been hanging over him for forty-seven years. 
It was said that in 1883 Neeley slew Hiram Cooley on 
Georgia mountains, near the town where he was tried. 
Evar since that fatal day he had been evading tlie of- 
ficers of the law, but a short time ago he was appre- 
hended in a Texas town and taken back to the scene 
of the tragedy for trial. 


The three men who testified for the state said that 


they had been present at the fight which resulted in 
the death of Colley. Neeley himself was the only 
witness for the defense and he testified that the kill- 
ing had been in self defense. When the jury, after 
two hours of deliberation, returned a verdict of ac- 
quittal, he said that he would return to Texa$ and 
spend the remainder of his life. 


It is to be presumed that Neeley was highly pleased 


at the verdict of the jury, but there can be little doubt 
that he would have been almost as glad that the sus- 
pense was finally ended, even though the verdict had 
been one of guilty. The man would have 
suffered 


not nearly as much had he been apprehended immedi- 
ately after the killing, promptly tried, convicted and 
executed as he has during the forty-seven years he 
has been a wanderer upon the face of the earth, fear- 
ful at every moment that a hand would be laid upon 
his shoulder and that he would be taken in irons back 
to the scene of that awful event of nearly half a cen- 
tury ago.

"Be sure your crime will find you out." You can- 


not evade it, for it is always with you. There was 
never a day, and hour nor a minute during all those 
forty-seven years that Neeley was 'not being punished. 
Even though he was innocent, as he says, and as the 
jury found, and was not, therefore, -scourged by con- 
science, fear was never absent, and no punishment 
can be more severe than that administered by fear. 


If Neeley is innocent he can now be happy, some- 


thing absolutely impossible during all his years of 
wandering. The luckiest thing that ever happened to 
him was his apprehension; he was unlucky that »it 
didn't happen many years earlier.

THE FEDERAL JOB FACTORY. 


< It's a cold day when governmental bureaucrats at 
Washington can't think up some way to enlarge the 
administrative machine and add to the number of its 
employes. Just at present the -radio division of the 
commerce department is getting ready for another 
bit of expansion. Its chief, W. D. Terrell, wants a 
larger appropriation so that he can hire more in- 
spectors to travel about the country and spend their 
time listening in on broadcasting stations. 
• In the Chicago district, which includes Nebraska, he 
proposes to augment the force from ten inspectors to 
thirteen. Over the rest of the country there would be 
« corresponding increase in the traveling personnel. 
pf course, that would require a lot more money to pay 
their salaries and expenses. The Terrell scheme also 
calls for the purchase of radio-equipped automobiles 
in which the field men would get about. 


"- Of course, there is no information they could ob- 
lain in this way regarding the kind and quality of 
programs being disseminated daily from the various 
^broadcasting stations which is not available to any 
private listener in his own home. Moreover, the fed- 
tral government has been spending several hundred 
Ihousand dollars in constructing and 
equipping 


a monitor plant at Grand Island, supposedly for the 
very purpose of checking upon the various stations. 
It should not be necessary lo send out a lot of paid 
Jisteiicrs io do this same work. 
• Our national bureaucracy, however, operates with 
one unchanging principle. This is to extend itself 
In every possible direction and add lo its organiza- 


•without rci^rd to the effect upon the treasury 
the taxpayers.

The most sane, far-sighted and practical suggestion 
which has been brought forward comes from Secre­ 
tary Roy Cochran, of the state Department of Public 
Works. He proposes to pave 300 miles of road each 
year for the next five years. To do this he would in­ 
crease the gasoline tax from 4 to 5 cents. Prom the 
additional funds it will be possible to carry forward 
this paving program without interfering in the slight­ 
est with the development of highways embraced in the 
county and state highway systems. 
In other words 
what has been accomplished in the last two years in 
developing rtmds belonging exclusively to county and 
state systems, and upon which federal money cannot 
be spent, can be duplicated, and perhaps exceeded in 
the next bienpium, and throughout the 5-year period. 
We shall not be sacrificing necessary development of 
the “feeder” lines in order to pave the primary roads. 
More than that the added cent of gasoline tax would 
enable Nebraska to claim all of the federal highway 
funds alotted to her, includinfi some $3,000,000 which 
cannot be utillised at this time because we have no 
money to match it. 
At the end of the five years Nebra.ska would have 
two paved highways leading 
practically 
across the 
state from east to west, and two running north and 
south. 
It would give this state its proper place in 
tlie “sun” in highway development and would solve

It’s a cold day when governmental bureaucrats at 
Washington can’t tlilnk up some way to enlarge the 
Bdmlnistrative machine and add to the number of its 
employe*.

BOSTON. Oct. 8—^P)—City and 


American Legion police controlled 
tho downtown streets today after a 
ni^ht of disorder by mobs 01 hood- 
lums. 
Overturned automobiles, the ashes 


of a score of bonfires that had been 
"built in downtown thoroughfares 
an~l on Boston common, and here 
and there a battered head, marked 
the passing of the rowdies, who took 
advantage of the privileges ex- 
tended the leeionnaires on a night 
of frivolity after the annual parade 
in connection with the national con- 
vention. 
At one time it seemed that the 


melee in park square might gain 
the proportions of a vicious riot. 
Dennis J. Lorden, heading a detail 
of federal agents, had arrested four 
local men for peddling liquor in 
the square. As he started marching 
his men away, the crowd, composed 
mostly of the toughs, who ranged 
in age from' 14 to 20, moved on 
him.Fists began to fly and the agents 
had their backs to the wall when 
a squad of police forced their way 
through the crowd to rescue them. 
Leeion police, or "Co-ops," held a 
lane open while the agents and 
their prisoners were brought to the 
comparative safety of a nearby 
street. 
, 
Those four were the only arrests 


during the sporadic outbreaks that 
marked the post-parade celebration. 
Police who attempted to round-up 
the detached mobs of hoodlums were 
hindered in making arrests by the 
crowds that milled through 
the 


streets all night and during the 
early morning.

BOSTON, Aug. 8—(AP)—Amend­

As a further protection, the bis 


basement vault in the trade and 
commerce department, where many 
securities belonging to private cor- 
porations are deposited, has an ex- 
tremely 
sensitive 
burglar 
alarm 


with gongs both inside and outside 
the building to give instant notice 
if any atempt were made to open 
the vault door at the wrong time, 
or without the proper combination. 


The time lock on this door is 


set for a different hour each day, 
so that no one outside the de- 
partment 
could 
tell in advance 


what time it would be possible to 
gain access to the vault. The only 
entrance, moreover, is down a cir- 
cular stairway leading from 
an- 


other vault in the departmental 
office, which itself would be diffi- ' 
cult to break into. 


In the auditor's office vault the 


timing of the 
lock is likewise 


changed aily, and no one can get 
itno the repository contaniing the 
securities except at the time when 
it is set to go off. 


Should a bank out in the state 


wish to take back any of ist de- 
posited 
securities and exchange 


them for others, it must give no- 
tice beforehand and wait for the 
opening of the time lock before it 
can get them. Insurance and trust 
companies are under the same re- 
quirement as to their securities in 
possesion of the commerce depart- 
ment. 


Insurance Is Carried. 


On top of all these precautions, 


said Secretary Bliss of the com- 
merce department, all the securi- 
ties it holds are insured against 
theft. The cost of such insurance 
is about $200 a year for each mil- 
lion dollars of securities. The rate 
would be hieher were it not for the 
ultra-modern burglar-alarm system 
and other protective features in- 
stalled in the vault. 
Consiedratipn is now being given 


to the insuring of securities held 
by the auditor's and treasurer's of- 
fices in their respective vaults, as 
an extra safeguard against any at- 
tempted loting of the state's strong 
boxes. 
In all probability, the next legis- 


lature will be asked to appropriate 
money for aditional and better 
vault facilities to lessen still fur- 
ther the likelihood of any holdup 
gang being able to get its hands 
on the bonds and other valuable 
papers within the capitol.
